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This is a decision on the renewed petition to make special filed on September 20, 2004. The petition is 
submitted pursuant to the practice established in MPEP § 708.02(11) "Infringement/ 7 The $130.00 petition 
fee allegedly been submitted in the form of a check with the original petition, but Office records do not 
confirm this.
